"Don't put your daughters on 
the stage. Mrs. Worthington," 
warned Noel Coward many 
years ago. "She's a bit of an 
ugly duckling, you must hon­ 
estly confess, and the width of 
her seat would surely defeat 
her chances of success."

If that was true in 1931, it is 
more than ever true today 
when an actress may spend a 
sizable part of her time per­ 
forming in the raw. Actors 
F.quity   ever alert to the pit­ 
falls of such a situation   has 
drawn up some rules which tell 
its members when to keep 
their clothes on, when to Ink? 
them off, and how to behave

while trying to make up their 
minds.

These guidelines apply only 
to the stage but whatever hap­ 
pens in the theater is a fore­ 
cast of things to come on tele­ 
vision so we might as well get 
a head start and consider two 
of them now.

"NO SKX acts shall be re­ 
quired of any performer at an 
;<udltion" says rule !)-C, mak­ 
ing the casting couch an obso­ 
lete piece of furniture. Nudity 
at auditions may be permitted 
only when there is a guarantee 
that all persons present are 
directly associated with the

production AND when an offi­ 
cial F.quity observer is in at­ 
tendance.

Two thoughts come to mind 
immediately: recent auditions 
sure must have been lively   
and how do you get a job as 
official Kquity observer? Pre­ 
sumably you don't have to au­ 
dition for it in the nude.

Even though these new rules 
apply only to official auditions 
and do not preclude unofficial 
auditions when the other mem­ 
bers of the production arc not 
present, this sort of news could 
have a catastrophic effect on 
the widespread public belief 
that overnight stardom is often 
achieved by staying over­ 
night.

MANY YEARS ago I dis­ 
cussed this important factor 
with a TV actress who knows 
the backstage ropes and how to 
scramble over   and undrr   
them. I asked if the casting of

Irsser known performers by 
the age old system of personal 
scoring is p.-actIced in tele­ 
vision.

"I'd never say the custom is 
obsolete," she replied "Rut in 
most cases TV production 
noves so fast there's no time 
for anything more than a busi­ 
ness-like audition . . Yet, I'd 
hate to be up against an ac­ 
tress who knows the producer 
better than I do!"

Then she thought a moment 
and said: "Heal talent always 
outweighs everything else."

"THAT'S what I'm referring 
to." I said.

"I mean real ACTING tal­ 
ent," she replied.

That comment has made me 
suspicious every time I have 
seen pnmc particularly bnd 
acting by a pretty unknown in 
a smaller role. At least, there 
is some consolation in the 
thought that the producer is 
wincing also.
